PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Braughing  for  the  year  I96I, 

Amongst  the  many  things  which  engage  the  attention  of  a Public 
Health  Departirient , there  are,  especially  in  a Rural  District,  two  of  prime 
importance  and  these  two  are  Sewage  and  Water  supplies.  In  County  Boroughs 
and  Urban  Districts,  main  drainage  and  mains  water  are  accepted  as  a 
matter  of  course,  and  no  thought  is  given  to  them,  except  when  something 
goes  wrong.  In  a Rural  District,  however,  especially  one  of  45*570  acres 
with  only  0,07  houses  per  acre,  the  situation  is  very  different  in  that  it 
is  obviously  impossible  for  every  dwelling  to  have  main  drainage  and  a mains 
water  supply. 

None  the  less,  despite  the  high  cost  involved,  Braughing  Rural 
District,  have  over  a period  of  years,  been  actively  engaged  in 
prosecuting  a number  of  sewage  disposal  projects  designed  to  bring  a 
water-borne  conservancy  system  to  an  increasing  proportion  of  its 
inhabitants. 

These  have  all  been  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports  and  are 
again  referred  to  in  detail  in  Section  "C"  of  this  report.  It  is  a pleasure 
to  be  able  to  report  the  completion  of  the  Braughing  Disposal  works  in 
1961.  Their  official  opening  on  13th  July,  I96I,  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council  was  a memorable  occasion,  when  approximately  6OO  persons  out  of  a 
present  population  of  1020  came  on  to  a main  drainage  scheme.  Aerial 
photographs  of  the  pumping  station  and  the  works  themselves  were  taken 
by  the  Contractors  and  are  reproduced  with  their  kind  permission.  The 
Great  Hormead  Scheme  which  is  designed  to  empty  into  the  Braughing  works 
and  to  serve  a possible  population  of  575  persons,  is  progressing 
rapidly. 
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The  Cottered  works  were  also  completed  in  I961,  These  are  on  a 
smaller  scale  and  replace  a previous  works.  They  now  serve  approximately 
440  persons  a.nd  are  designed  if  necessary  to  serve  a possible  575  persons. 

The  Council  can,  therefore,  look  hack  with  considerable  pride 
upon  the  completion  of  two  important  constructionial  projects  within  one 
year. 


When  we  turn  to  the  question  of  water  supplies  we  find  that  I30 
houses  in  the  Rural  District  depend  upon  wells  for  their  water.  Host 
people  know  that  wells  are  of  two  kinds,  deep  or  shallow,  VHiat  is  not 
generally  understood,  however,  is  that  the  terms  "deep"  and  "shallow" 
do  not  refer  to  the  number  of  feet  that  a well  is  sunk  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  but  depend  upon  whether  or  not  the  well  penetrates 
an  impermeable  geological  strat\jra.  If  it  does,  it  is  a deep  well  and  the 
water  it  taps  is  generally  speaking  free  from  contamination.  If  it  does 
not,  it  is  a shallow  well,  no  matter  how  deep  it  is,  and  the  water  it 
taps  is  subsoil  water  which  is  liable  to  contamination. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  the  health  department  to  advise  owners  of 
wells  upon  the  purity  of  their  supplies  and  water  testing  has  been  carried 
on  throughout  the  year.  In  many  cases  where  bad  samples  have  been  obtained, 
the  cleansing  of  cisterns  has  brought  about  the  necessary  improvement  in 
bacteriological  results,  but  where  the  act\ial  sources  have  been  found  to  be 
contaminated,  owners  have  been  advised  to  make  fresh  bores,  chlorinate 
their  supplies,  or  if  possible  go  bn  to  a mains  supply. 

A number  of  old  people  in  need  of  care  and  attention  were 
visited  during  the  year,  and  details  of  individuals  are  given  in  the 
text  of  the  report.  One  of  the  chief  problems  of  old  age  is  loneliness 
and  this  becomes  exacerbated  v/hen  a person  who  has  found  an  escape  in 
reading  is  stricken  by  failing  eye  sight.  It  is  remarkable  the  number  of 
old  people  whose  needs  or  whose  very  existence  can  easily  be  overlooked 

even  in  a small  community,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  organisation  of 

an  Old  Persons  Welfare  Committee  in  every  parish  of  this  very  large  Rural 
District  would  be  highly  desirable. 

1961  was  Census  year  and  both  the  Census  figures  and  the 
estimate  of  the  Mid-Year  population  by  the  Registrar  General  has  shown  a 
fall  in  the  population  of  the  District.  The  latest  figures  are  10,120  as 
compared  with  10,480  in  I96O,  This  is  a decrease  of  36O, 

The  health  of  the  population  has  been  good  and  calls  for  little 
comment  except  to  mention  that  there  were  258  cases  of  Measles  and  46  of 
Whooping  Cough. 
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Onee  more  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  comment  upon  the  warn 
and  cordial  relationship  which  exists  with  the  PuDlic  Health  Committee 
and  the  Council  and  to  thank  their  respective  Chairman  for  the 
encouragement  I always  receive  from  them, 

I must  also  thank  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  continued 
help  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  constant 
support  and  for  their  help  in  the  preparation  of  the  statistical  portion 
of  this  report.

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Vital  Statistics 


With  the  exception  of  the  year  1941>  ^ Census  has  heen  held 


every  ten  years  since  l801.  iYom  the  Census  figures  together  T^ith 
other  statistical  data  which  are  made  available  to  him,  the  Registrar 
General  computes  every  year  his  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of 
every  District  in  England  and  Wales. 


The  1961  Census  was  taken  at  the  end  of  April,  and  the  figure 


arrived  at  for  Braughing  R;jral  District  was  10,070(prellnlnary  Report) 
while  the  figure  for  the  195^  Census  was  10,415*  This  showed  an 
intercensal  decrease  of  345  3*3^*  mid-year  Estimate  for  I96I 

was  10,120,

This  means  a population  decrease  of  36O  in  the  past  year,  and  the 


decrease  has  not  been  slowly  evident  over  the  intervening  ten  years,  but 
was  suddenly  revealed  by  the  I96I  Census.  In  fact,  over  the  period  1951- 
1960  the  mid-year  Estimates  showed  a small  but  steady  increase. 


The  estimated  population  decrease  in  one  year  has  thus  exceeded 


the  intercensal  decrease  in  ten  years.  This  is  difficiilt  to  explain, 
but  three  theories  can  be  put  forward  :- 


(a)  The  first  is  that  in  one  year  there  was  a flight  from  the 
Rural  District  reminiscent  of  the  flight  of  the  Isia«lites 
from  Egypt.  Such  an  explanation  is  difficult  to  believe. 

An  ingenious  suggestion  to  explain  the  deficiency  was  that 
the  Census  was  taken  during  the  holiday  period  of  a large 
residential  school.  This  is  in  fact  the  case,  but 
enquiry  elicited  the  fact  that  the  1951  Census  was  also 
taken  during  the  holiday  period.  Furthermore,  the  total 
number  of  pupils  varies  between  9O-IOO  and  this,  even 

if  the  prior  suggestion  had  been  correct,  would  not  account 
for  a deficit  of  36O, 

(b)  That  during  I96I  the  District  was  stricken  by  a massive  wave 
of  Deaths.  This  is  not  so. 

(c)  That  the  Registrar  General  mid-year  estimates  from  1951 
until  i960  have  not  been  impeccably 

accurate.  This  is  conceivable.

The  fact,  however,  remains  that,  for  whatever  reason,  the 
popule.tlon  of  the  District,  has  fallen  over  the  past  10  years. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  I3O  as  compared 
with  125  in  1961,  while  there  were  2 still  births  and  4 deaths  in  infants 
under  one  year  of  age.  The  comparable  figures  for  I961,  were  1 and  3 
respectively. 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  attributable  to  pregnancy, 
child-birth  or  abortion.  The  live  births  totalled  I5I  of  which  5 were 
illegitimate. 

Causes  of  Death, 

Disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  were  again,  as  is  usual 
responsible  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths,  viz,,  49*  I96O  they  were 

43. 


The  next  highest  cause  of  death  was  attributable  to  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  system,  or  "strokes-",  which  are  in  fact  accidents  to  the  blood 
vessels  of  the  brain.  These  numbered  I8, 

There  were  8 cases  of  malignant  disease  of  the  lung,  no  suicides, 
no  fatal  motor  accidents,  and  only  one  fatal  home  accident. 

There  were  4 deaths  in  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  and  all  4 
occurred  shortly  after  birth.  Two  were  due  to  prematurity  and  2 to 
birth  injuries. 

Once  again  it  is  of  interest  to  consider  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
highest  age  groups.  These  were  as  follows

Thus  a total  of  79  60,7?^  of  all  the  I30  death-^  occurred  in  persons 

over  the  age  of  JO, 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  is  little  that  calls  for  comment  in  this  sphere  except  that 
the  customary  biennial  outbreak  of  Measles  occiirred  with  the  notification 
of  258  cases,  fortunately  this  disease  now  has  few  of  the  \inpleasant  sequelae 
which  used  to  make  it  more  feared  some  decades  ago.  There  were  also  46  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough, 
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The  decline  in  the  incidence  and  severity  of  infectious  disease 
which  is  so  marked  a feature  of  present  day  life  is  reflected  ia  the 
fact  that  the  infectious  disease  section  of  Honey  Laae  Hospital 
was  closed  in  July,  I96I.  Such  patients  aXe  now  sent  to  St, 

Anns  Hospital,  Tottenham,  or  ooath  Lodge  Hospital,  H,21, 

Tuherctilosis. 

At  the  "beginning  of  the  year  there  were  78  cases  on  the  register, 
and  to  those  were  added  during  the  year  6 new  cases,  and  2 inward  transfers. 
These  in  turn  were  offset  hy  2 deaths,  2 outward  transfers  and  3 patients 
struck  off  as  cured,  leaving  a total  of  79  "tiie  ©ad  of  the  year. 

In  1961  the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  for  the  first  time  came  to  some  of  the 
smaller  communities  in  East  Herts.  Much  Hadham  was  visited  and  I83 
persons  attended.  One  case  of  pulmonary  tuherculosis  and  three  cases  of 
other  chest  abnormalities  were  discovered. 

Toxic  Poisoning. 


An  interesting  and  very  unusual  case  of  poisoning  hy  a vegetable 
marrow  occurred  in  the  summer  of  I96I.  Fortunately  the  hitter  taste  of 
the  portions  of  the  marrow  led  them  to  he  rejected  before  much  was 
consumed.  None  the  less  the  two  persons  concerned  suffered  from  sharp 
abdominal  symptoms.  Analysis  revealed  a naturally  occurring  glucoside 
of  a toxic  nature.  This  is  probably  the  result  of  a gene  mutation  and 
occurs  only  every  rarely  indeed. 

Old  Peoples  Welfare. 


Miss  K.W.  - aged  84« 


This  old  lady  who  had  been  visited  regularly  during  I96O  was 
persuaded,  after  a small  fire  had  occurred  in  her  cottage  which  was  full 
of  paraffin,  cats  and  highly  inflammable  material,  to  enter  Part  III 
accommodation  voliantarily  in  January.  She  stayed  there  for  the  best  part 
of  the  year  until  she  had  to  be  transferred  to  hospital  where  she 
eventually  died  of  Pneumonia, 

Miss  K.M  - aged  64. 

This  patient  who  has  for  years  been  suffering  from  crippling 
Arthritis  which  was  getting  progressively  worse  was  living  in  conditions  of 
the  utmost  squalor, she  was  very  difficult  to  deal  with,  but  was  eventually 
persuaded  to  enter  hospital  voluntarily.  This  effected  a remarkable 
improvement  in  her  mental  outlook  and  self-respect.  Unfortunately  her 
arthritis  proved  intractable,  but  later  in  the  year  she  had  improved 
sufficiently  to  allow  her  transfer  from  the  hospital  to  Part  III  accommodation. 

Mr.E.E.  ~»  aged  79 > 

Was  living  alone  in  squalid  and  verminous  surroundings.  After 
persuasion  he  agreed  in  January  voluntarily  to  enter  Part  III  accommodation 
where  he  has  taken  on  a new  lease  of  life,  is  very  happy  and  looks  much 
younger,  -I8-

Mr3«  A.B«~aged  79, 


Was  acting  as  housekeeper  for  an  elderly  man  out  "because  of 
arthritis,  infection  of  doth  legs  and  swelling  of  the  legs  and  ankles 
■became  immo'bili sed.  She  could  not  "De  persuaded  to  enter  hospital,  and  so 
had  to  “be  moved  eventually  hy  a commital  Order  under  Section  47t  of  the 
National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1957»  This  was  in  the  early  summer  of 
1961  and  althou^  she  improved  somewhat  with  treatment,  she  relapsed  in  the 
autumn  and  died  around  Christmas  of  pneximonia. 

Mr,  A^H,  S,  - aged  68. 

This  was  the  elderly  man  referred  to  a'bove.  After  Mrs.  A.B. ’ s. 
removal  to  hospital  he  ‘became  incapa'ble  of  looking  after  himself  and 
eventually  agreed  voluntarily  to  enter  Part  III  accommodation,  in 
Novem'ber,  I96I.  He  is  now  very  happy  and  comforta'ble. 

In  addition  to  the  specific  cases  outlined  above  all  of  whom 
?/ere  admitted  either  to  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation,  there  are 
other  old  people  in  the  District  who  are  known  and  visited.  There  must, 
however,  be  others  who  are  not  known,  and  whose  needs  could  be  met  and  lot 
alleviated  by  regular  visits.  This  should  be  the  function  of  Old  Peoples 
Welfare  Committees  which  could  obtain  information  regarding  old  people  from 
District  Nurses,  Doctors,  and  the  Local  Clergy.  Unfortunately  only  two 
out  of  the  19  parishes  in  the  District  have  such  Committees. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

No  statutory  action  in  regard  to  food  premises  was  found  necessary 
during  I96I, 

Reports. 


While  the  chief  function  of  a Public  Health  Committee  is  natursilly 
to  concern  itself  with  the  health  of  its  own  District,  it  cannot  remain 
aloof  from  health  matters  of  national  and  international  interest. 

Reports  were  accordingly  made  to  the  Committee  on  such  subjects  as 
Poliomyelitis,  in  England  and  Wales,  the  recommendation  of  the  Veale 
Committee  on  Radiological  Health  and  Safety,  Svimmer  Food  Hygiene  Campaign, 
Tuberculosis  and  Cancer  in  England  and  Wales,  and  Injuries  from  Fireworks 
upon  which  the  Council  took  further  action,

In  consequence  of  the  recommendations  made  in  the  report  of  the 
"Veale  Committee  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended  Evening  Classes  at 
the  Battersea  College  of  Technoligy  throughout  the  autumn  and  winter  of 
1960/61,  In  the  Spring  of  I96I  he  passed  the  examination  for  the  Certificate 
of  Radiological  Protection,

WATER  SUPPLY 


Source  of  Supply, 

Mains  water  is  supplied  to  the  District  hy  the  Lee  Valley 
Water  Company, 

Quality  of  Water  Supply. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  hy  the  Water  Company,  and  the 
report  on  each  sample  was  satisfactory. 

Private  Water  Supplies. 

During  the  year  7I  samples  of  water  y/ere  taken  from 
32  private  supplies  supplying  80  premises.  These  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge  for  examination. 

26  Samples  affecting  I6  sources  of  supply  were 
reported  as  being  unsatisfactory.  In  one  case  chlorination 
has  been  resorted  to,  and  further  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

In  six  other  cases  the  cleaning  out  of  storage  tanks  has  had 
the  desired  effect.  In  three  cases  the  trouble  has  cleared 
itself,  and  in  a further  six  cases  water  from  shallow  wells 
showed  varying  degrees  of  pollution.  In  the  three  latter  cases 
affecting  four  houses  - attempts  are  being  made  to  provide  a supply 
of  mains  water.

The  BraUi^ing  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  v/as  completed  in  the 
early  summer  of  19^1;  and  110  private  houses  and  62  Council  houses  have  been 
connected  to  the  sewers. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  will  benefit  from  these  connections  by 
reducing  the  number  of  cesspools  to  be  emptied. 

The  works  are  producing  a satisfactory  effluent,  which  is  at 
present  being  absorbed  by  the  irrigation  land,  but  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  works  are  not  yet  receiving  sewage  from  Hormead. 

Cottered. 

The  Cottered  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  completed  in  the  early  Autumn 
1961,  a good  quality  effluent  is  nov/  being  produced. 

Ho rmead. 


The  sewerage  scheme  for  Great  Hormead  and  Hare  Street  was  commenced  in 
March  I96I,  and  good  progress  has  been  made.  The  contract  completion  date 
is  September,  I962,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  practical  completion  v;ill  be 
reached  by  May  or  J-une,  I962, 

Much  and  Little  Hadham. 


The  joint  scheme  with  the  Ware  Rural  District  Council  for  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  of  Much  and  Little  Hadham,  Widford  and  Wareside  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  The  total  estimated  cost  (December  I96O), 
of  the  proposed  scheme  is  £235jOOO,  of  which  sum  Braughing  Rural  District 
Council’s  apportionment  is  £145»000, 
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Furneux  Pelham, 


The  details  of  the  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for 
Fiorneux  Pelham  are  now  heing  prepared  by  the  consulting  engineers,  and 
negotiations  for  site  pior chase  will  he  made  early  in  I962, 

Buntingford  and  District. 

The  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  parishes  of 
Buntingford,  Aspenden,  Westmiil,  Chipping  ai:d  Buckland  was  s’.'-hmitted  to 
the  Ministry  in  the  summer  and  a Ministry  investigation  made  in  hovenher. 

The  findings  of  this  report  are  expected  in  the  early  Spring  of  I962. 

The  estimated  cost  (November,  196O ) of  the  Scheme  is  approximately  £170,000. 

Thorley. 

No  further  progress  has  boen  nndo  on  the  preparation  of  the  Thorley 
Street  Sev/erage  scheme.  This  scheme  is  dependent  upon  the  location  of  the 
Stort  valley  sewer  which  is  to  convey  the  sewage  from  the  Urban  District 
of  Bishop's  Stortford  to  the  Eye  Meads  Disposal  Norks. 

High  Wych, 

As  in  the  case  of  Thorley  Street,  the  proposal  to  pump  the  sewage  from 
High  Wych  to  the  Sawb ri dgev/or th  Urban  District  Council' s 

sewerage  system  is  delayed  pending  the  action  of  the  Urban  District  Council 
to  proceed  with  their  proposal  to  connect  to  the  Sheering  Valley  trunk 
sewer.
